Polite Birds. 


I came across recently an account of 
the terns at Bird Key, Tortugas Islands, 
in the Gulf of Mexico, which discloses 
that these birds are most polite in their 
greetings. When two terns face each other 
one bows its head almost to the ground, 
raises it quickly to a vertical position, 
and then lowers it again. If a stranger 
bird of the same species alights near a 
group, he salutes those nearest, and in 
turn is saluted by them separately. 

Even more surprising than their nodding 
politeness' is their sense of locality. A 
mother tern knows precisely her own eggs 
out of thousands of apparently similar 
eggs, every one deposited in a saucer-like 
depression in the sand. After hatching, 
the mother always recognises her own 
chicks. There are no child-mixing episodes 
among them.

Thirty or forty years ago a man who used 
petfume would have been regarded as 
effeminate, and there are, no doubt, a 
many people who would think so to-day. 
Modern research, however, has established 
the. fact. that most perfumes are useful 
antiseptics, and they are recommended in 
moderation for hygienic reasons. The 
healthy quality of country air is said to be 
due, not only to its own freedom from 
impurity, but also to the fragrant odours 
emanating from flowers and trees. Under 
these circumstances, there would seem to 
be no reason why the distilled essence of 
flowers should not be used to combat 
influenza and other diseases by those whe 
are compelled to live in cities.

MALAHIDE’S WATER SUPPLY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Siz,—Would you kindly let the following 
facts be made public with regard to the 
Malahide water supply, in order that mis- 
conception of the situation, which is doing 
ro; nan ás harm to the reputation oí our 
town, may be removed? A shortage oí water 
occurred at the end of February and 
during the first week in March, which 
was found to be entirely due to an 
obstruction of the pipe-line from the reservoir 
at Killeek. ‘This was cleared, and water has 
been available since then. ‘The reservoir is 
undoubtedly below. normal level, but the 
springs which feed it have not run dry; and 
there is little probability of a complete stop- 
page, provided that consumers exercise 
proper economy. 
As an emergency measure it would be quite 
easy to replenish the reservoir from the Ward 
River, either by piping the river from a 
higher level or by pumping. One bank of the 
river is also the bank of the reservoir, and 
very little lift is required—probably only ten 
feet at the maximum. Provided that proper 
5 are taken by the responsible authorities 
and by the general public, there seems no 
reason that Malahide should be more affected 
by a period of drought than any other place 
in Ireland.—Yours, etc.,

A DUBLIN LECTURE. 


Mr. Herbert W. South, Mus.B. (Dub.). 
L.Mus.T.C L., delivered a lecture on “' Hande! 
—his Life and Works,” at a meeting of the 
Leinster Society of Organists a Choir- 
masters held at the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music, Dublin, last Saturday night. 

G. F. Handel, he said, was barn at Halle 
on February 25rd, 1685, and showed marked 
musical talent at a very early age.. After a 
period of study with Zachan, organist of the 
Cathedral, he went in 1703 to Hamburg as 
a violinist at the Opera House, and there he 
produced his first operas, “ Almira’ and 
Nero.” He paid a visit to Italy m 1706, 
end studied the Italian style of composition. 
He gained much knowledge from that visit, 
which had a Jasting influence on his future 
stvie asta composer. 

He came to England in 1710. and the 
following year this opera, “ Rinaldo,” was 
produced and received with great enthusiasm. 
Then followed a long period of opera writing, 
during ‘which he also found time to cam pose 
many choral works, both sacred and secular, 
as well as a number of suites for the harpsi- 
chord, violin, sonatas and organ concertos. 

Although for some time he had been lean- 
ing towards sacred music it was not until 
1758 that Handel really gave his mind to the 
composition of the series of oratorios by 
which his name still lived. It was in that 
vear that he composed both “Sanl” and 
Israel in Egypt.”” His most famous work, 
“The Messiah,"’ was composed in 1741, and 
performed for the first time in Dublin.

It is expected that the Government's

The fact is, however, that the failure of 
the Anglo-Dutch conference is complete. 
The view of the negotiators is that the in- 
dustry will have to work out its own sal- 
vation without the least prospect of 
limitation of production.

Captain F. E. De Groot is a native of 
His father, who was a well- 
known sculptor in Dublin, belonged to a 
very old Huguenot family, whose ances- 
tors settled in Dublin over three hundred 
years ayo.

NOT PAYING. 


DRASTIC WRITING DOWN 
OF CAPITAL.

ERMANY’S great bid to capture the 
# lion’s share of the Atlantic trade,

POOLING RESOURCES, 

A thorough overhauling of the finances 
of the Hamburg-America and North 
(serman-Liloyd Companies is now fore- 
shadowed. In return for Government aid 
the companies promise to exercise the 
utmost economy in respect of new con- 
struction, and it is hoped that the 
measures which they have agreed on to 
cut down expenses will result this year in 
i of some 45,000,000 marks 
( 22,250,000). 

The capital of the two companies is to 
be “ pooled,”’ and the directors are to 
propose to the stockholders that it be 
written down in the ratio of three new 
shares for ten old shares. 

The Government will have the right to 
appoint one member to the combined 
Board of thirty directors, and to approve 
the ge gore of eight others. Other- 
wise the private character of the com- 
panies remains unchanged. 

The new fund is available to guarantee 
any loans granted to the shipping in- 
terests by private banks at the rate of 
the official discount rate. 

One of the conditions of the Reich 
guarantee is that the old creditors of the 
companies shall prolong their credits 
until February 28th, 1935, and that they 
shall reduce their rates of interest. The 
foreign debts of the companies shall 
remain subject to the conditions of ex- 
isting agreements.

E announce with much regret thé 


death, which took place in Dublin féad 


yesterday, of Dr, Louis Claude Purser, 
late Senior Fellow and Vice-Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and Fellow of 
the British Academy, 

Dr. Purser was the youngest son of Mr, 
Benjamin Purser, of Dungarvan, County 
Waterford. He was born on the 2 
September, 1854. As a boy he received his 
early education at Beaufort Lodge, Sandys 
cove, a preparatory school kept by the 
Rev. Callaghan McCarthy, MLA. On 
leaving Beaufort Lodge Purser went for 
a short time to Midleton College, Cork, 
and from there to Portora Royal School, 
Enniskillen.. From Portora he matrieu- 
lated in Trinity College, and obtained a 
Classical Scholarship in 1873.. This was a 
most remarkable year; for Purser was 
placed second to Maleolm Montgomery, 
but beat both William Ridgeway and 
Oscar Wilde, Of that year’s Scholars, in 
addition to Wilde, two—Professor Ridge-

The depth and 
of historical research and the 
perfection of the textual criticism reveal 
in a thousand places his partner’s hand. 
In addition to many articles in the great 
Dictionary of Antiquities and in learned 
journals, Dr. Purser has published an 
edition of that immortal story of Cupid and 
Psyche which is embedded so curiously in 
the “ Golden Ass” of Apuleius. The 
style of the main book—Apuleius was an 
African—is “ precious ” and involved ; the 
style of the Cupid and Psyche episode is 
beautifully limpid and clear. Dr. Tyrrell, 
who loved modern analogies, compared this 
contrast with the contrast between 
“ Outda’s "’ styles in her society novels 
and in her little story of the wooden shoes. 

Nobody who has enjoyed Dr. Purser’s 
company could have any doubt about the 
profundity and variety of his learning. For 
young men—his talk, which was without a 
trace of pedantry, always was a liberal 
education. He moved in the ancient past 
as one whose real interests were nowhere 
else ; one was reminded sometimes of that 
other great scholar who always dropped

AS PUBLIC ORATOR. 


It is one of the duties of the Professor 
of Latin to act as Public Orator, and to 
introduce in a Latin speech the recipients 
of honorary degrees. Dr. Purser’s speeches 
were beautiful examples of Latinity, his 
wide reading enabling him to select a 
— of quotations from the ancient 


Dr. Purser was unmarried. He mixed 
little in society, but was not a recluse, 
enjoying conversation with a friend and 
relishing a joke or a neat repartee. 
When walking in the street his rapid 
gait conveyed the idea of a man 
bound to catch a train, and in dread of 
missing it. He was extremely popular 
with a dozen generations of under- 
graduates. and this was remarkable, as 
he never at any time took part in their 
sports. In private they invariably re- 
ferred to him as “ Loms Claude,”’ and 
were always glad when he was to examine. 
His viva-voce questions were directed, not 
to find out how much they did not know, 
but rather to discover how much they,did 
know. Dr. Purser possessed the art of 
setting a fair paper, which is not by any 
means an easy thing to do. 


A MATTER OF CONSCIENCE. 


In religion Dr. Purser was a Moravian. 
but was not so strict with regard to the 
tenets of that body as was his cousin, 
Professor Frederick Purser, who forfeited 
his Fellowship rather than receive the 
Holy Communion according to the rights 
of the Church of Ireland in the College 
Chapel. After the Fawcett Act became 
law, Professor Frederick Purser passed 
his examination a second time, and was a 
benefactor to the University to the extent 
of considerably over three thousand 
pounds. It is interesting to mention that 
the Moravian Congregation in Bishop 
street, Dublin, to which both cousins were 
attached, dates from the middle of the 18th 
century. Like the Quakers, Moravians 
hold war, under any circumstances, to be 
contrary to Christian teaching.

For instance, 
he perfected the last volume, and wrote a 
masterly index, of Henry’s 4 ncidea—that 
vast achievement of Irish research which all 
the Vergilian scholars have ransacked during 
the last thirty years.
